WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP) 
—Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon conferred with President 
Eisenhower at Walter Reed 
Army medicai center today but 
reported there was absolutely 
no discussion of whether Mr.

Nixon told a press conference 
after the visit that the Presi- 
dent will “speak for himself” 
in answer to the big question 
when he feels the time is right.

French Foreign Minister 
Tells of Suggestion 
He Made in Talk 
With Dulles. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP) 
—French Foreign Minister 
Christian Pineau proposed to- 
dav that the United States con- 
cider channeling part of its 
foreign aid through the United 
Nations. 

He reported he discussed this 
plan with Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles’ in a two- 
hour meeting at the State De- 
partment 

Talking to reporters after- 
ward, Pineau adso said he put 
forward “some practical solu- 
tions’ aimed at increasing “the 
political and economic impor- 
tance” of the 15-nation North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

The 51-year-old French So- 
cialist foreign policy chief 
emphasized he had only sug- 
gested the United States dis- 
tribute a small part of its 
foreign aid billions through a 
UN. agency which would be 
set up for this purpose 

“The great majority of Amer- 
ican aid would be distributed by 
present organisms,’ he said 

It would not be necessary, he 
added, for the United States to 
scrap existing bilateral agree- 
ments with countries to which 
it gives aid directly or in con- 
junction with several other 
countries 

Pineau said that during his 
initial talk with Dulles, the 
first of three scheduled, East- 
West relations were discussed 
also along with European unifi- 
cation problems. 

He declined to spell out what 
“practical solutions” he sug- 
gested to bolster the Atlantic 
Pact, saying he would talk about 
these in more detail after his 
talks with Dulles end Wednes- 
day. 

He likewise declined to give

‘(APi\—A world record of 1560 
miles an hour for a recoverable 
rocket sled was claimed today 
by Convair division of General 
Dynamics Corp. 

The company reported the 
speed — about twice that of 
sound—was reached by a sled 
on a 10,000-foot rail track at 
Edwards Air Force Base on the 
Mojave desert in southern Cali- 
fornia. The previous record of 
1280 miles an hour was on a 
21,000-foot track at Edwards. 

Greater speeds have been 
reached by non-recoverable 
sleds. The new sled, 
much lighter than earlier mod- 
els, was developed to test the 
action of rain on high-speed air- 


'eraft or missiles. 


The sled carries sections of

aircraft or missiles to be tested 
through water sprayed along 
the track to simulate rain. It is 
recovered at the end of the run, 
without damage to itself or re- 
cording equipment. This re- 
quires rapid deceleration, which 
is accomplished by a water 
trough at the end of the track 

For another type of testing, 
the Air Force announced de 
velopment of a new rocket sled 
track to be known as “damage 
potential.”’ Sleds rocketing down 
the rails will be mounted with 
weapons Which would be fired 
from high-speed aircraft. 

The Air Force said various 
types of weapons would be fired 
at a target at the end of the 
track, providing a measurement 
of the effect of impact on the 

target at any given combination

The German Foreign Office 
is preparing a note which, he 
said, will be sent t0 the Soviet, 


American, British and French 
governments. He declined to 
say when. 


He added that the timing of 
the German note probably will 
be discussed with the Western 
powers in preparing their reply 


to Soviet Premier Bulganin’s © 


recent disarmament proposals. 

Adenauer made his announce- 
ment at a news conference at 
which he reported on his seven- 
day tour of the United States. 

No Hostility Implied. 

Asked if the German note 
would contain new proposals to 
break the East-West deadlock 
on unity, he said “it would be 
unwise to announce at a news 
conference whether it will in- 
clude such proposals.’ 

Foreign Minister Heinrich 
von Brentano commented in an 
interview yesterday that Ger- 
mans “have cast their lot with 
the West,” but that this does 
not imply hostility to the Soviet 
bloc. 

“A reunified Germany wants 
to and will belong to a Euro- 
pean security system,” Bren- 
tano said. “That rules out the 
supposition that Germany might 
assume a hostile attitude toward 
any of its neighbors.” 

An all-German government 
“would, in my opinion, not hesi- 
tate to establish diplomatic, con- 
sular and trade relations with 
the states of the Eastern bloc in 
order to normalize conditions 
with these peoples,” he added. 

Relations With Moscow. 

West Germany has taken the 
position that it will have no 
diplomatic relations with coun- 
tries that recognize the legal 
existence of the Communist 
East German government. Thus, 


Bonn has no diplomatic rela- 
tions with the satellite coun- | 
tries of eastern Europe. It does, 


however, maintain diplomatic 
relations with Moscow.

Adenauer, speaking on the 
third anniversary of the anti- 
Communist uprisings in East 
Germany, said yesterday that 
the unanimous support of the 
free world will soon make pos-

“all governments of the free 
world,” Adenauer referred to 
the message President Ejisen- 
hower sent Saturday night. to 
Theodor Heuss, president of the 
West German Republic 

Mr. Eisenhower reaffirmed 
“the steadfast conviction of my 
country that the unjust division 
of Germany will surely come to 
an end,” 

Against Adenauer’s predic- 
tion, the East Berlin newspaper 
“Neues Deutschland” said 

“The most fundamental mis- 
take of all is to believe that 
anyone can liquidate the power 
of the workers and farmers in 
the German Democratic Repub- 
lic (East Cermany).”

with the Republican legislative 
leaders. 

When the President was un- 
able through illness to carry 
on these personal and institu- 
tional meetings, the same of- 
ficials maintained that’ the 
President’s absence did not af- 
fect the Administration’s effi- 
cient conduct of business. 

2. The Democratic line has 
been equally contradictory. 
The Democrats have tended to 
argue from the first that Mr. 
Eisenhower was an absentee 
President a good deal of the 
time, even when he was well, 
and that he relied almost whol- 


ly on his White House staff 
and Cabinet. When he was 
taken out of action, they re- 
jected the argument that the 
Cabinet could carry on effec- 
tively and contended that his 
Inss tended to cripple the 


Government. 
Some Obvious Facts. 

No reporter can say with as- 
surance where the truth lies 
between these two points of 
view, because the Administra- 
tion is not in a mood to co- 
operate with anybody trying to 
get at the facts. Some points 
are fairly obvious, among them 
the following: 

1, This Administration has 
strengthened the institution of 
the presidency by more effec- 
tive staff work in “the White 
House office,” headed by for- 
mer Gov. Sherman Adams of 
New Hampshire, in the Na- 
tional Security Council, and 
in the Cabinet, which now deals 
primarily with domestic ques- 
tions and has, at last, an oper- 
ating cabinet secretariat. 

2. In the first 115 weeks of 


this Administration, the Na- 
tional Security Council met 115 
times, usually for about two 


hours each time, with the Presi- 
dent in the chair, and during 
that period before the Presi- 
dent’s heart attack, it reduced 
to writing basic security policies 
which undoubtedly continue to 
provide policy guidance to the 
Administration leaders during 
the President's absence. 

3. From the start, the Presi- 
dent did give extraordinary 
power to Adams to bring ques- 
tions to the point of decision, 
just as he had given unusual 
power to his wartime chief of 
staff, Gen. Walter Bedell Smith, 
and his NATO chief of staff, 
Gen. Alfred Gruenther. 

He gave similar latitude to 
his Cabinet members, just as 
he gave wide latitude to his 
theater commanders in the war. 

4. Meanwhile, an_ elaborate 
system of secretaries, special 
assistants and administrative 
tids was established to try to 
keep up with the rapid growth 
President's responsi- 


As to New Policies. 


It is generally agreed here 


that these things were all to the 
good. A sharp distinction should 
be made, however, between the 
operation of this system on the 
administration of established 
policies, which the President 
had personally reviewed and 
settled, and the effectiveness of 
the system in producing new 
policies or modifications of old 
policies when the President is 
absent.

Unsettled Questions. | 

The answer to all these ques- 
tions is that they remain to be 
settled and that the illnesses of 
the President have had a pro- 
found effect in delaying neces- 
sary decisions.

Ever since the Geneva confer- 
ence, it has been almost unani-| 
mously agreed among foreign) 
policy experts here that the) 
United States had to review) 
its propaganda effort, its dip-| 
lomacy and its foreign economic 
policy if it were to avoid a 
steady deterioration of the free 
world’s position. 

For months it was denied that 
any need for revision existed. 
From early August until late in 
September, the President was in 
Denver on vacation. Thereafter, 
he suffered his first illness, and 
did not get back to his “full 
duties” until Jan. 9. 

Meanwhile, there was divided 
counsel within the Administra- 
tion about how to respond to 
the new Soviet economic and 
political offensive. 

Backlog Remains. 

Some progress was begin- | 
ning to be made on disarma- 
ment policy, East-West contacts 
policy and one or two others 
when the President suffered 
his second illness. The back- 
log of unsettled questions and 
the divisions in the Govern- 
ment, therefore, remain. 


The price of these divisions 
within the Government and of 
the President's absences has 
not been catastrophic or irre- 
trievable. It cannot be 
that any fundamental change 
has taken place in the world 
balance of power during these 
nine months, though the en- 
trance and growing influence 
of the Soviets in the Eastern 
Mediterranean is a historic and 
disturbing fact. 


The price, however, has been 
delay and a sense of. uncer- 


tainty about the leadership of | 
the United States. The Admin- | 
istration has reacted by saying | 


that America’s prestige is high- 
er than at any time since the 
war and that the Government, 
despite the President's illness, 
has lost none of its effective- 
ness. 

All a reporter can do is to 
check these observations with 
responsible officials and diplo- 
mats, and what he finds is sim- 
ply that they don’t believe it.

The men who are at the head 
of SHAPE were much worried 
about the cut in the military 
appropriations which was made 
in the House of Representa- 
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tives. They also were worried 
as to whether the economic ap- 
proach through Section Two of 
the NATO treaty would put an 
end, eventually, to their very 
carefully worked out defense 
plan. 

I sincerely hope that will not 
happen. 

I had a pleasant visit with 
Gruenther, Field Marshal

Four Months, No Action 


It is now almost four months to the day—a 
third of a year—since Lyndon Johnson of Texas, 
the majority leader, solemnly promised on the 
floor of the Senate that there would be no post- 


ponement of legislation to tighten up the all 


too loose controls on campaign spending. 

The promise was made when Johnson and 
Senator William Knowland of California, the 
Republican leader, introduced a substitute for 
the carefully prepared bill sponsored chiefly by 
Senator Thomas C. Hennings Jr. of Missouri. Ex- 
tended hearings had been held on this measure, 
and it had been on the Senate calender since 
June 22, 1955 

Senator O'Mahoney had demanded action on 
the Hennings bill by the end of March—or, if 
a majority of the fLenate so desired, on the 
much weaker Johnson-Knowland substitute. But 
the Hennings bill has been side-tracked, and the 
Johnson-Knowland bill is all but forgotten in 
the Rules Committee. The word is that it will 
stay there until the Senaters go home in July. 

If so, there will be another presidential cam- 
paign under conditions which are a standing 
invitation to scandal. Fletcher Knebel of Look’s 
Washington bureau estimates that $200,000,000 
will be spent preliminary to November's voting. 
He also estimates that $140,000,000 of this will 
come from less than 20,000 people. 

om - * 

Unless the law is changed, nobody will ever 
know how good those estimates are. But they 
serve as approximations of the situation which 
Senator Hennings and other honest men in 
public life have long sought to improve. Under 
the existing law, national committees and indi- 
vidual candidates are under impossibly low 
limits on what they may spend in soliciting 
They also must report contributions. But 
any number of “independent” campaign com- 
mittees may. be formed, and for these, for all 
practical purposes, the sky is the limit. 

Individuals are not supposed to contribute 
more than $5000 to a candidate: but they and 
their families may give money to every candi- 
date on the ticket. Thus a University of North 
Carolina study of 1952 campaign contributions 
showed that the Pew family of Philadelphia 
gave the Republicans at least $148,480. The 
Rockefellers gave the party $150,000; the Du 
Ponts, $81,000: the Vanderbilts, $57,000; the 
Mellons, $51,000; the L. C. Hunt family of 
Texas, $46,800: the Guggenheims, $42,000; the 
Weirs, $29,000 and the Luces, $25,000. 

The Democrats did not do so well, but they 
got $56,000 from the family of Joseph P. Ken- 
nedy of Boston: $26,000 from Albert M. Green- 
field of Philadelphia; $23,000 from the Reynolds 
family of North Carolina, and $23,000 from the 
Wade Thompsons of Nashville, Tenn. These 
and similar large gifts were legal. And they 
probably were more disinterested than smaller 
contributions from contract-hunters and favor- 
seekers 

There is no getting away from the fact that a 
modern campaign of national scope costs a lot 
of money. And the largest contributions natural- 
to be expected from those who have the 
most to give. Nobody has yet introduced legisla 
tion calling on the Treasury to assume the cost 
of campaigning as a part of the cost of govern- 
ment. The solicitation of small gifts is still

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Kentucky Ahead of Missouri 


At the last sessions of the Missouri and Ken- 
tucky Legislatures bills were introduced to move 
each state’s primary campaign into the May-June 
season. The bill passed in Kentucky and hence 
Kentuckians held their 1956 primary three weeks 
aco. No matter how hot it gets or how many 
people are away on vacation this summer, Ken- 
tucky has attended to the important civic busi- 
ness of nominating candidates. But not Missouri 
The politicians killed the early primary bill in 
this state. Missouri will conduct its primary 
campaign through July and then go to the polls 

that is, those voters who bestir themselves—in 
August. Surely Missouri does not intend always 
to handicap itself this way. A spring primary 
bill ought to be a first goal in the 1957 session. 
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The Drag in Drag Racing 

Drag racing his been in the public eye like a 
cinder for at least three years now. People have 
violent opinions about it, for and against. (Our 
own feeling is strong against it on public 
streets, and doubtful though willing to be con- 
vinced about supervised versions elsewhere.) But 
during all this time and discussion, no one 
seems to have bothered to explain why it fs 
called drag racing, and next to no one seems 
to have bothered to ask 

Working on the theory that it would be nice 
to know what one is talking about, we recently 
set out to run down the origin of the term. The 
Stokers Club, a hot-rod organization, didn't 
know. Neither did the Missouri State Highway 
Patrol. Likewise the Mercury Division of Ford 
Motors. Ed Debrecht, of the Ed Debrecht Auto 
Repair, to whom the Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri referred us, ventured the opinion that 
“drag” stood for the drag coefficient in auto- 
motive power, and that drag racing was so 
called because of the initial inertia that must 
be overcome in the race. 

In the course of these inconclusive researches 
it appeared that the likeliest official word might 
be expected to come from the Automobile Tim- 
ing Association of America, Inc., which de- 
scribes itself as “dedicated to today’s hot-rodder 
in the interests of street and highway safety.” 

James K. Lamona, events director of that 
organization, with headquarters in Chicago, re- 
plied that the origin of the term was obscure. 
He himself attended his first drag race in 
Southern California nine years ago. At that 
time a participant would probably have ex- 
plained, Mr. Lamona said, that he was dragging 
or pulling all the available power from his ma- 
chine in racing against a competitor. “That is,” 
he said, “quite briefly, how I believe the term 
got started—meaning simply the expending of 
all available horsepower in a contest of accel- 
eration.” However, he added, “specifically what 
the word ‘drag’ applies to is perhaps one of 


the most difficult questions to provide a really 
adequate answer to. I doubt if we have ever 
received two identical answers to this question.” 
So as far as we can make out, the field is 
wide open for lexicographers. Anyone who 
wants a definition may feel perfectly free to 
drag up his own. 
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Bigger Than Downtown 

Alderman Noonan of the Third Ward and 
members of his zoning committee have wisely 
agreed to hold a public hearing Friday on the 
downtown parking bills. These are-the measures 
sponsored by Mayor Tucker's administration. 
They would permit the city to condemn land on 
which two municipal garages would be built 
downtown. The private parking lot ana garage 
operators bitterly oppose the idea. 

The hearing will give the private operators 
an opportunity to spread their objections on the 
record. It also will give the aldermen and the 
people an opportunity to inspect the evidence 
on which the private operators base their con- 
tention that n@anicipal activity to provide more 
off-street parking facilities is neither necessary 
nor desirable. 

The City Administration's position is clear 
and simple. It holds that there is currently a 
pressing need for at least 6000 additional park- 
ing spaces in the downtown area. Because the 
private operators have been unwilling or unable 
to meet the need, the city feels the public in- 
terest demands that it act. 

This is an issue with city-wide implications. 
Downtown St. Louis shoulders the lion’s share 
of the city’s tax load. Any deterioration of down- 
town property values which would flow from in- 
adequate parking facilities will have to be re- 
flected in higher taxes throughout the city. 

The Tucker Administration's view is that the 
pending parking measures will help stabilize 
downtown property values and thereby prove of 
benefit to everyone in the city. Let the hearing 
be held. Let the private operators make their 
case. And then let the aldermen quickly deal 
with the measure on its merits. 
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That Geneva ‘Conference’ 

Occasionally a small flag flutters in Geneva 
to remind those who are watching that “negotia- 
tions” between Communist China and the United 
States are still supposed to be going on there. 
Such a flag was the Peiping regime’s announce- 
ment that it had once more proposed, or de- 
manded, or requested, or suggested, that the 
ambassadors’ conference which is theoretically 
going on be elevated to a foreign ministers’ con- 
ference, at which Secretary Dulles and Premier- 
Foreign Minister Chou En-lai would discuss 
not only prisoners and trade, but such major 
issues between the two nations as the future 
of Formosa. 

The Chinese probably know as well as any- 
body that this proposal will be rejected as the 
others before it were rejected. And it may well 
be that the prospects for success of a foreign 
ministers’ conference with China are so poor 
that there is no point in holding one. 

But the question of Formosa and other points 
of conflict with Peiping cannot be left dangling 
forever. Somé@yday—provided the Communist 
Chinese stutiole to refrain from further ag- 
gression—both governments will have to sit 
down, probably in company with other govern- 
ments, and work out a Formosa solution which 
satisfies the security needs of both. 

Is anything whatever being done in our State 
Department, by way of study and exploration of 
alternatives, to prepare for that day? Or is this 
to be another of those situations that suddenly 
blow up in our faces with such force as to per- 
mit only emergency improvisations instead of 
well-planned policy?

Pay for Prisoners? 

A lack of any really new and constructive 
ideas was the common shortcoming of the vari- 
ous commissions and committees .that set out 
to blueprint methods for improving the Mis- 
souri Penitentiary following the 1954 riot. 

Now comes St. Louis's Isaac Gurman, execu- 
tive secretary of the St. Louis Bureau for Men, 
to suggest something worth serious study. Or- 
ganized labor, he urged, ought to fight to do 
away with “slave labor” in prisons so that an 
inmate will receive a wage for his work com- 
mensurate with ability and output. Such a 
wage, he noted: 

would enable the inmate to support his fam- 

ily on the outside, repay the state a reason- 

able amount for board and room and provide 

a nest egg when he returns to free society. 

Pay for prisoners? Mr. Gurman makes a case 
that deserves thoughtful examination not only 
by organized labor, but by everyone who would 
see progress and reform reach our penal system. 
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lor Fewer Tax Elections 

The St. Louis School Board has decided to 
see what can be done about reducing the fre- 
quency of school tax elections here. In our 
opinion this is a perfectly proper aim. Unhap- 
pily, however, it is far easier to talk about than 
to accomplish. Changes in the Missouri Con- 
stitution are involved, and these require ap- 
proval of all the people of the state. 

The Constitution now prohibits the School 
Board from levying a tax rate in excess 
of 89 cents without authorization of the voters. 
A two-year extension of any levy above the 
maximum is permissible on the strength of a 
simple majority of those voting. But a three- 
or four-year extension requires a two-thirds ma- 
jority. The School Board has been unwilling 
to risk an eclection on that basis. 

What the Board would like to be able to do 
is set a rate for four years by a simple majority. 
St. Louisans are likely to be sympathetic with 
that objective. While they certainly want to be 
able to express themselves on how large a tax 
they are willing to pay, many of them will agree 
that the four school elections run off here in 
the last six years are an excessive number. 

A special election in the city costs about 
$100,000. And while this comes from Election 
Board funds, ultimately it is the taxpayer's 
pocket that is tapped. The School Board itself 
usually spends another $35,000 or so explaining 
the facts of the election and meeting certain 
legal requirements. 

But perhaps the greatest cost is in the time 
spent on the campaign by school administrators, 
teachers, children and friends of the school. 
All have far more important things to do, but 
they cannot run the risk that voter apathy might 
result in a lost election and insufficient finan- 
cial support for the schools. 

It is one thing to require a two-thirds majority 
for approval of bond issue borrowing that the 
voters must repay over a 20-year period. That 
is a long time to remain committed and cer- 
tainly a large majority can be justified. It is 
something else again to require a two-thirds 
_majority for a tax rate that would be subject to 
review in four years.

The amendment I propose to the 
school aid bill is somewhat different 
from the Powell amendment in the 
House, but the general intent and phi- 
losophy of both are the same.

I for one am not at all willing to 
concede that the consideration of this 
amendment will mean the death of the 
school aid bill. This is a defeatist as- 
sumption which accepts in advance the 
blackmail threat of the filibuster. | 
think a filibuster can be overcome if 
the liberals and others committed to 
the cause of law and order unite in 
support of this amendment. 

Shall Congress act as if the historic 
event of May 17, 1954, had not taken 
place? To fail to consider an amend- 
ment dealing with the situation that 
has developed as a result of the Su- 
preme Court decision would constitute, 
in itself, a negative action of powerful 
eloquence and tremendous significance. 
It might even be argued by the defiant 
states and school districts that such an 
action by Congress constituted a repu- 
diation of the Supreme Court’s rulings. 


Leadership at Stake 


It is argued that the amendment Is 
unnecessary because the courts are go- 
ing to take care of the problem. But I 
do not propose either to supplant or 
supplement the courts in wrestling 
with the overall problem of resistance 
to the law and the court rulings. That 
is another and much larger problem 
which must be separately and prayer- 
fully cansidered. 

What will the great majority of man- 
kind think if we insist on pretending 
that the issue is not before us, -even 
when we are considering school legisla- 
tion? What will happen to our pretense 
of leadership of free mankind, both col- 
ored and white? 

It is important, I know, to build more 
school buildings for our school chil- 
dren. But stone and mortar do not 
make a school. Isn't the integrity of our 
democratic processes just as vital a fac- 
tor in education as the quality of ihe 
classroom walls and of the gymnasium 
facilities? 

I do not believe that I can be any 
more eloquent in stating the moral is- 
sue involved than Southernborn Judge 
J. Skelly Wright when he overturned 


the tion statutes of Louisiana 
last Fe . He said: “The problem 
of changing a people's morals is not to

4 committee of the Senate has re- 
ported: “Millions of children still at- 
tend schools which are unsafe or which 
permit learning only part-time or under 
conditions of serious overcrowding.” 

The one ultimate solution, unless we 
are to default on our duty to the chil- 
dren of America, is federal aid to edu- 
cation. Only the federal government 
has the fiscal resources to end the 
school crisis. 


I rank this as a primary obligation 
of the 1956 session of Congress. Noth- 
ing must be permitted to form a barri- 
cade between this country’s boys and 
girls and an adequate education. 

If we lived in the best. possible of 
worlds, I would favor the Powell amend- 
ment. But we live In a world where 
the rules of the United States Senate 
permit practically unlimited debate. 
Those rules make it possible for a 
minority—namely the Dixiecrats from 
the South—to prevent passage of a 
school-aid bill carrying an anti-segrega- 
tion amendment. Therefore, we are con- 
fronted. with the alternative: 

1. To pass the federal-aid-to-education 
bill, without the Powell amendment. 

2. To add the Powell amendment and 
watch the bill filibustered to death. 


These are harsh choices for some- 
body who detests segregation and dis- 
crimination as much as I do. 

But I also believe strongly in educa- 
tion. I think it is disgraceful the way 
we have allowed 
our school facilities 
to deterioriate, in a 
country as rich and 
mighty as the Unit- 
ed States. Ending 
Segregation iss a 
noble cause: aiding 
education is like- 
wise a noble cause. 
Shall we imperil 
the fate of both by 
tying them togeth- 
er legisiatively? 

Why make the 
children the pawn 
in this controversy? 
if it is wrong for 
federal funds to go to places where 
there is segregation in the schools, then 
what of the federal funds that help to 
build hospitals in which the races are 
segregated” 

Would backers of the Powell amend- 
ment apply it to federal-aid highway 
funds which assist in the construction 
of roads over which Jim Crow busses 
travel? And what of the federally- 
financed Salk vaccine that has been 
going to children during this past year, 
through distribution in the schools? Do 
advocates of the Powell amendment 
care to withhold Salk vaccine from 
states encouraging segregation in the 
school systems?

On Shaky Moral Ground 


Coupling the Powell amendment to 
the schoo! bill is on the shakiest kind 
of moral and ethical ground. In educa- 
tional budgets, haste often is of the 
essence. While the political argument 
goes on over the Powell amendment, a 
whole generation of young Americans 
can lose out educationally. The suffer- 
ers will net be the politicians on each 
side of the issue. No, the victims will 
be the school children of America. 


' This is a time for political courage 
on both sides of the Mason and Dixon 
line. We of the North hope and pray 
that some of the politicians of the 
South will resist their extremists and 
fomenters,of hate. We are disappointed 
when e Southern liberals find 
themselves unable or unwilling to do 
so. But the. bell likewise ‘tolls for us. 
We, too. must be brave enough to 
Stand against extremists of our own, 
who would imperil the school aid re- 
quired by all children, white and black. 
in order to punish the segregated 
schools of the South. 


Between Book Ends 


Pro-Lincoln Editor 


THE MAN WHO ELECTED LINCOLN, by Jay 

Monaghan. (Bobbs-Merrili, 334 pqs., $4.50.) 

The man referred to in the title is 
Charles Henry Ray, who came from 
New York to Springfield, Illinois, in 
1845 to establish a medical practice, 
bringing with him an introduction ‘to 
Lincoln’s partner, John T. Stuart. He 
soon found, however, that’ doctoring 
paid little, even in.carrots and potatoes, 
and undertook a number of journalistic 
enterprises, hoping to serve both his 
economic needs and his political ideals. 
He had been from childhood devoted 
to the anti-slavery cause. 

By 1852 he had moved to Galena, was 
editor and owner of the Galena “Jef- 
fersonian,” and had permanently given 
up doctoring. He became a leading 
spokesman of the opposition to the 
Kansas-Nebraska Act, in the process 
associating himself both with Illinois 
political forces and with national lead- 
ers like Horace Greeley. 

* > 

It was Greeley who advised him, in 
1854, to purchase control of the Chicago 
Tribune and introduced him to his part- 
ner, Joseph Medill. Ray became editor, 
Medill business manager and reporter. 
This arrangement lasted until the fall 
of 1863, after the Emancipation Procla- 
mation, when Ray retired from the 
paper. 

Mr. Monaghan carefully traces Ray's 
activities and opinions during these 
nine years, both his public statements 
in the Tribune and his private state- 
ments in letters and as otherwise re- 
corded. He establishes three sets of 
facts. 

First, he shows a steady direct rela- 
tionship between Lincoln and Ray— 
meetings, letters, messages carried by 
friends. He thus demonstrates Lincoln's 
exposure to Ray and his convictions. 
The clearest case of influence is Ray's 
help during the Lincoln-Douglas de- 
bates. 

Second, he shows that Ray and the 
Tribune advocated. many of the poli- 
cies and decisions of Lincoln and the 
Republicans before those policies were 
adopted or those decisions made. The 
clearest case is the Emancipation Proc- 
lamation, though, of course, that came 
after Lincoln's election. 

. . . 


Third, he shows that Ray, personally 
at first and later through the pages of 
the Tribune, worked to get Lincoln 
nominated and then elected. 

All of this, however, does not estab- 
lish the thesis stated in the title. For 
that, one would have to survey the 
other influences to which Lincoln was 
subject. 

What Mr. Monaghan aoes demon- 
strate, beyond refutation, is Ray's vig- 
orous support of Lincoln and his steady 
effort to direct Lincoln’s thinking. This 
he does with such a wealth of detail 
that it seems strange it has hitherto 
been so neglected by the many Lincoln 
Students.

“Like its own redwood trees, the 
United States today towers gigantic 
and unique.” On this sonorous note 
Professor Bailey, of Stanford Univer- 
sity, begins his concise yet colorful ver- 
sion of the American story. It is a 
familiar tale, yet one that can never 
be told too often, especially when, as 
in this case, emphasis is placed on the 
governing principles that laid the foun- 
dation for this nation. Ours, the author 
reminds us, is the oldest large-scale de- 
mocracy, and it continues to thrive un- 
der the oldest of wz-:tten constitutions. 
Professor Bailey writes better than 
most college historians, and his narra- 
tive, though crammed with facts, is ex- 
tremely readable. He has an eye for 
significant detail and likes to spread 
himself over peripheral areas, such as 
journalism and the arts. Thus, for ex- 
ample, while he underlines our material 
achievements, he also points to the em- 
inence of our. writers and dramatists. 
All in all, this is about the best one- 
volume history of this country printed 
in a long time, and thé publishers 
have matched the lively narrative with 
an attractive format.

NEW YORK, June 18—The 
National Amateur soccer cham. 
pionship today was awarded to 
the Kutis club of St. Louis by 
the National Soccer Commis- 
sion because the Philadelphia 
Ukrainian team refused to com- 
plete its game at St. Louis yes- 
terday. The decision was an- 
nounced here today by Joseph 
J. Barriskill, national executive 
secretary.

Kutis soccer players were 
wondering today whether they 
have a one- or two-goal advan- 
tage over the Philadelphia 
Ukrainians in their National 
Amateur championship series. 


Their game at Public Schools 


Stadium yesterday was ended 
two minutes short of full time 
when the referee, Milwaukeean 
Julius Riepze, ordered the con- 
test forfeited to the St. Louis 
club. 

Young Freddie Vasquez had 
put Kutis in the lead at the 37- 
minute point of the second half 
by scoring on a fine pass from 
Jim Murphy. When Murphy, 


| five minutes later. broke away 


on a solo dash from the 40-yard 


area with only one player to 


beat for a clear shot at goal, 
he was fouled by that player, 
Halfback Wolodymyr 
Harasym. The latter, about to 


_lose contact with Murphy as 


they reached the corner of the 


Philadelphia penalty area, 
reached out and pushed the 
long-legged St. Louisan. 


Referee Riepze, with a clear 
view of the play from his close 
Vantage point, immediately 
whistled and pointed to the 
penalty spot. 

Visitors Berate Referee. 

Almost every player of the 
Ukrainian team crowded around 
the official, protesting against 
his decision. Then, the manager 
of the visiting club ran onto the 
field and joined in the harass- 
ment of the referee. After tol- 
erating the ceaseless shouting 
and verbal abuse of the players 
and the arm-waving protests of 
the Ukrainian official, Riepze 
ordered one especially offen- 
sive player off the field, told 
the Ukrainians’ manager to do 
the same and instructed the 
Philadelphia players to clear 
the penalty area so that the kick 
could be taken. When neither 
manager nor Philadelphia 
players obeyed his repeated in- 
struction he blew his whistle 
and walked off the field. The 
game was ended. 

Kutis players and manage- 
ment contend that by their de- 
fiant, unruly behavior, the 
Ukrainians circumvented the 
rules. In soccer law, the referee 
is not empowered to award a 
goal. It must be scored. There- 
fore, Riepze officially an- 
nounced the final score 1-0. 

Under ordinary conditions, 
the game forfeiture would be 
penalty enough. But in this 
home-and-home series it is total 
goals that win the United States 
Amateur championship.

Clean Sweep 
For Europeans 
In Olympics 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, June 
18 ‘AP)—Europeans swept the 
board in the equestrian Olym- 
pics for the same reason that 
the Americans beat the world 
at golf—a flood: of top-class 
competitors. 

Sweden won three gold med- 
als in the eight-day Olympics 
which ended yesterday. Ger- 
many took two and Britain one. 

Both the Europeans and the 
Americans agreed that the fact 
that horse shows are a major 
sport in this part of the world 
make the top riders eager to 
get on the international teams. 

In every event in the eques- 
trian Olympics the Europeans 
showed form the Americans 
and South Americans couldn't 
match. 

This set of games marked the 
first time the horsemen have 
been given their own showpiece 
away from the main games. 
This was done because ofthe 
strict quarantine laws in Aus- 
tralia, where the main games 
are to be held Nov. 22-Dec. 8

Still you weren't satisfied. One of the kids still had a 
few dozen marbles left.

The child grows up to be the man. Some grow mature; 
others still have their childish obsessions. The latter still 
are not happy unless they can fill ALL their pockets to 
overflowing. If they are not top dog they are not happy. 
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THE OTHER DAY I spoke to an extremely successful 
lawyer of 62. For years he was Mr. Lawyer of his town in 
New England. He admits to assets in the millions. He has 
had, for 30 years, as many honors as anyone could wish 
for. Yet, he has been unhappy during the past few years. 
Somebody, in the person of a rising young lawyer, has taken 
away a few inconsequential “marbles.” This young man 
has become president of the local bar association. He has 
also, within the ethics of his profession, taken over some 
of our friends’ important clients.

Having tasted the pleasures of the platform and the spot- 
light he could not resign himself to the natura! course of 
events. He became envious and hateful. 
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THE YOUNG LAWYER did everything possible to pla- 
cate his colleague's feelings; but was unsuccessful. How 
successful I've been I won't know for some time. But, in 
essence, here's what I told him: p 

“Keep on as you're doing now and you will be a typica 
example of, the ‘successful failure.’ You are an egocentric 
who can't bear sitting in the shade. You've shown yourself 
able to climb to the top of the mountain; but you've become 
so selfish you think God built that peak just for you to 
sit on. Why don’t you get on to yourself? Have you worked 
so hard for success that you are willing to throw it all 
away and become the leughing stock of your community” 
People are already saying that you are an old sourpuss who 
is too greedy to give anybody else a chance. 

“But that’s not so important as this: You'd better get 
wise for the sake of your health. Your kind of thinking 
doesn't do your kind of heart and blood pressure much good.

’ 


W E spend at least one-third 


of our lives sleeping. Un- 

fortunately, this does not 
means we are getting eight 
hours of necessary rest each 24- 
hour day. The sleep experts 
Say: 

Sleep is not the same as 
rest: we can sleep without 
getting needed rest and we can 
rest without going to sleep. 
What counts is the kind of sleep 
we get rather than the number 
of hours of “shut-eye”; quality 
counts more than quantity. 

What Americans need, in the 
opinion of sleep Psychologist 
Peter Seigle, is a short course 
of instruction in “How to Sleep.” 
The aim of such a course would 
be to improve our sleeping hab- 
its and get the most health- 
giving values of sleep. One of 
the most important ingredients 
in “taking it easy” is the qual- 
ity of the sleep you get. 

To set the stage for this 
course, consider first the results 
of 30 years of sleep research 
by Dr. Nathaniel Kleitman of 
the University of Chicago. 
What goes on when we sleep? 
Everything that goes on when 
we are awake only at a slower, 
reduced pace. Highest brain 
level functions are practically 
suspended; the entire body 
slows down—heart beat, meta- 
bolic rate (the continuous 
building up and breaking down 
of the cells), deeper and more 
regular breathing, reduced 
glandular activity and relax- 
ation of the body muscles. — 

True sleep can be considered 
a state of relaxed unconscious- 
ness. 

Why do we sleep? A person 
will stay awake, Dr. Kleitman 
says, as long as the brain is 
sufficiently stimulated by out- 
side elements and the body's 
own movements or muscular 
tensions. Sleeping involves two- 
way traffic. When the body 
stops sending nerve impulses 
to the brain and the brain stops 
sending “stay alert” signals to 
the eyes, ears and body muscles, 
we sleep. 

Comments Psychologist Sei- 
gle: “To reduce this traffic 
along the nervous system end 
achieve a state of relaxed un- 
consciousness, some degree of 
quiet and darkness is helpful. 
In addition the inner sensations 
of pain, hunger, thirst . .. must 
be cut down.” 

Seigle recommends a “regu- 
larized routine and a suitable 
environment.” While individual 
details will differ from person 
to person, here is his seven- 
point list for inducing sleep: 

1—A certain amount of mod- 
erate fatigue following a day 
with moderate exercise — and 
try to go to bed at the same 
hour every night. Above all, 
relax every muscle, nerve and 
thought. 

2—A moderately filled stom- 
ach—one of the things that 
keeps you awake is a stomach 
a little too empty that sends 
grumblings to the brain and 
inhibits relaxation. On the other 
hand, exotic, heavy or ice-cold 
foods make bad pre-bedtime 
snacks. ‘Some doctors suggest 
no more than a glass of milk 
or a small bow! of cereal.) 

3—Fresh, but not necessarily 


cold air and a _ reasonable 
amount of blanket warmth — 
abrupt changes of temperature 
during the night prevents sound 
sleep 

4—A darkened room. In our 
culture, we are accustomed to 
sleeping at night. Workers on 
night and swing-shifts report 
they can only sleep when they 
duplicate the _ established 
“night-time atmosphere.” 

5—Familiar sounds and 
sights. The importance of this 
was borne out during interviews 
with persons who recently 
moved into the suburbs. They 
couldn’t get used to the “coun- 
try sounds” such as crickets. 
To overcome this, one teen-age 
girl duplicated her. old city 
bedroom as closely as possible 
—she brought all her dolls to 
bed with her and sprayed the 
room with her favorite perfume. 
She slept. 

6—Comfortable bed and mat- 


tress. The Ved@ahs of Ceylon 
sleep on the ground. The 
Maori of New Zealand sleep 


squatting on their heels with 
a mat tied on their neck to keep 
out the rain. In this country we 
are used to beds, pillows and 
shelter. 

7—A room with consistent, 
restful decor. . Certain colors 
are known as exciting, others as 
cold. Choose warm, quiet tones 
—those with a lot of white in 
them. Distractions, such as flap- 
ping shades and inappropriate 
pictures on the wall, should be 
avoided. 

Seigle concludes: “In gen- 
eral, you can not sleep unless 
you are relaxed and comfort- 
able. There are as many ways 
of achieving these states as 
there aré individuals. What we 
have suggested are merely gen- 
eralizations to which each per- 


son must add and adapt and 
integrate with his or her own 
systems of responses.”

Menninger of the world famous 
Menninger Clinic, Topeka, 
Kans., the kind of play-time ac- 
tivity best suited for you de- 
pends on your pay-time work. 

Take the cases of Jones, an 
office worker; Smith, a carpen- 
ter, and Mrs. Brown, a house- 
wife—all of them equally tired 
after a trying day. 

Jones spends his evening with 
power saw and sander, making 
porch furniture. Smith reads 
his favorite newspaper and then 
turns on TV. Mrs. Brown packs 
her bowling bag and joins the 
girls for their weekly game 
while husband baby-sits. 

Each finds his or her par- 
ticular activity relaxing and re- 
freshing. But what Jones calls 
“fun” is work for Smith. And 
Jones, who sits all day and 
pours over figures, doesn’t like 
to watch TV. Mrs. Brown, de- 
spite her long day of picking up 
clothes, doing dishes and clean- 
ing house, finds recreation in a 
keenly-contested bowling game. 

Comments Dr. Menninger: 
“Since life exacts a different 
toll from each of us, different 
sorts of recreation appeal to us. 
Although we cannot yet explain 
scientifically the psychological 
value of all types of activity, 
there are at least three common 
psychological needs that are ef- 
fectively met through participa- 
tion in certain forms of recrea- 
tion.” 

These three needs, and the 
kinds of activities that best 
meet fhem for particular types 
of persons are: 

The need to get rid of ag- 
gressions — competitive games 
like golf, tennis, bowling and 
the bodily contact sports are 
best for those whose work pre- 
vents sufficient outlet for those 
aggressions. This means house- 
wives like Mrs. Brown, alone 
most of the day at a routine, 
seemingly never finished task. 

The need to create—do-it- 
yourself construction of all 
sorts and other activities in- 
volving production meet this 
need for office workers like 
Jones whose daytime work pro- 
vides no opportunities to create

Window Sash Repairs. 


HEN you run across a win- 
dow where the putty 
around the glass has 
cracked and maybe is begin- 
ning to fall out in hunks, there 
are several things to do about it. 

One is just walk off and for- 
get all about it. This is an easy 
solution but eventually the pane 
of glass may fall out and what's 
worse the window sash will 
eventually rot-and have to be 
replaced. 

A little better approach is to 
apply a coat of thick paint over 
the putty. This will seal over 
some of the cracks for a time 
but won't help much where the 
putty has fallen out. 

The third choice you have is 
to take a putty knife and re- 
move all the old putty found 
around the glass. Coat the ex- 
posed wood with linseed oil or 
with paint and then apply a 
fresh application of putty. 

This sounds like a pretty good 
remedy and it is but it’s not 
the best. The best treatment is 
to remove the old putty from 
around the glass, pull out the 
glazier’s points and the glass 
and then remove the thin putty 
bed that sits between the shoul- 
der of the sash opening and the 
glass. It’s this bed of putty 
that insures a really tight fit 
between glass and sash and to 
do a first class job this must 
be replaced with fresh putty. 

So scrape it off, coat the ex- 
posed wood with linseed oil or

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paint and then apply a new bed 
of putty.
